Every  applicant  for  admission  must  submit  to  the  President  satis- 
factory testimonials  of  good  moral  character ;  and  students  coming- 
from  another  college  must  present  certificates  of  honorable  dismis- 
sion from  the  institution  left. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  on  Third-,  Fourth-  and 
Fifth-days,  the  31st  of  Eighth  month,  and  the  1st  and  2nd  of  Ninth 
month,  1815.  Candidates  must  present  themselves  at  the  college 
at  two  o'clock,  P.  M.,  on  Third-day,  the  31st  of  Eighth  month. 
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14  SWAETEMORE  COLLEGE. 

To  secure  places,  the  accommodations  being  limited,  applications 
for  admission  for  the  next  scholastic  year  should  be  made,  as  early 
as  possible,  by  letter  to  the  President. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  will  be  examined 
on  the  following  subjects  and  text-books,  or  their  equivalents  : 

Latin. — Harkness's  G-rammar  ;  Harkness's  Reader;  Harkness's 
Composition,  first  thirty  lessons  ;  Csesar's  Gi-allic  War,  first  three 
books  ;  and  Virgil's  Ji]neid,  first  two  books. 

French. — Magill  and  Paulin's  First  Lessons  ;  Magill's  Grammar 
:and  Magill's  Introductory  Reader. 

Mathematics. — Arithmetic;  Algebra,  to  Equations  of  the  Second 
Degree  ;  Davies'  Legendre's  Geometry,  first  three  books. 

English. — English  Gramniar  and  Spelling  ;  Modern  Geography, 
Descriptive  and  Physical ;  Ancient  Geography  (Baird's  Classical 
Manual) ;  Physics  (Rolfe  and  Gillet's  Natural  Philosophy) ;  Barnes's 
History  of  the  United  States ;  Anderson's  History  of  England. 
Smith's  History  of  Greece. 

Candidates  for  advanced  standing  must  first  be  examined  for  ad- 
mission to  the  Freshman  Class  ;  then  in  all  the  required  studies 
already  gone  over  by  the  class  for  which  they  are  offered,  and  in  as 
many  elective  studies  as  they  would  have  pursued  if  they  had  entered 
at  the  beginning  of  the  course. 

Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  importance  of  a  thorough  prep- 
aration in  the  studies  required  for  admission.  The  want  of  this  is 
a  serious  source  of  embarrassment  to  future  progress,  and  is  rarely 
repaired  by  subsequent  study.  The  work  is  arranged  for  those  only 
who  enter  the  classes  thoroughly  prepared. 

Students  are  not  considered  as  regular  members  of  the  College 
until,  after  a  residence  of  at  least  four  months,  they  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  matriculation  on  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character.    Before  this  they  are  students  on  probation.

The  course  of  study  in  this  department  has  been  very  carefully 
arranged  with  reference  to  general  culture;  and  it  is  also  believed  to 
be  the  best  foundation  for  a  subsequent  technical  course  of  educa- 
tion, in  any  department  which  may  be  chosen.  Those  whose  time 
and  means  will  permit  are  earnestly  advised  to  add  to  this  course,

The  Degree  of  B.  S.  is  conferred  upon  students  who  complete 
either  of  the  Scientific  Courses,  and  pass  the  examinations  in  the 
same. 

The  Degree  of  A.  M.  Trill  be  given,  three  yea.vs  after  graduation, 
to  all  Bachelors  of  Arts  wlio  shall  have  engaged,  during  that  period, 
in  professional  or  literary  studies,  and  who  shall  present  an  accept- 
able thesis. 

The  Degree  of  M.  S.  will  be  given,  three  years  after  graduation, 
to  all  Bachelors  of  Science  of  the  Chemical  Course  who  shall  have 
engaged,  during  that  period,  in  professional  or  scientific  studies,  and 
who  shall  present  an  acceptable  thesis  upon  subjects  pertaining  to 
Chemistry  or  Physics.

SITUATION. 
SwARTHMORE  COLLEGE  is  situated  on  the  West  Chester  and  Phila- 
delphia  Railroad,  ten   miles    from  Philadelphia.     Cars   leave   the 
depot  at  Thirty-first  and  Chestnut  Streets,  West  Philadelphia,  ten 
times  daily.

LIBRARIES. 

The  Libraries  of  the  College  now  contain  over  two  thousand 
volumes.  Each  department  of  study  is  stipplied  with  a  good  and 
steadily  increasing  library  of  reference.  The  General  Librarj^  is. 
accessible  to  all  the  students,  according  to  the  rules  established  b}"- 
the  Faculty,  and  is  open  twice  a  week  during  term-time  for  the  de- 
livery of  reading  books,  and  daily  for  the  delivery  of  books  of  refer- 
ence needed  by  the  students.  It  is  open  at  all  times  to  teachers  and 
members  of  the  household. 

Friends'  Historical  Library  of  Swarthmore,  founded  by  Anson 
Lapham,  which  contains  a  small  but  increasing  collection  of  Friends' 
books,  photographs  of  representative  Friends,  and  manuscripts  re- 
lating to  the  Society  and  its  history,  is  at  all  times  accessible  to 
teachers,  students,  and  members  of  the  household. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

Regular  daily  exercise  in  the  open  air  is  required  of  all  the  stu- 
dents, for  which  the  extensive  grounds  connected  with  the  College 
afford  ample  facilities.     The   gymnasium,   which   is   well    supplied 
24 
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with  stiitable  apparatus,  is  open  every  day  for  the  vohmtary  exercise 
of  the  boys. 

The  girls  also  receive  regular  instruction  from  a  teacher  of  G-3'm- 
nastics.  These  exercises,  which  consist  almost  entirel}-  of  the  so- 
called  light  gymnastics,  are  required  of  all  ^vho  are  ph^-sically  able 
to  take  them  ;  but  no  effort  is  required  which  cannot  be  safeh'  and 
profitably  undertaken  by  any  one  in  good  health.  Grirls  must  be 
provided  with  dresses  suitable  for  this  exercise. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 
While  care  is  taken  to  inculcate  the  doctrine  that  religion  is  a 
matter  of  practical  daily  life,  and  is  not  confined  to  the  observance 
of  set  forms  or  the  promulgation  of  religious  tenets,  the  regular 
assembling  for  religious  purposes  is  cai'efully  observed.  On  First- 
day  morning  a  religious  meeting  is  held,  attended  by  students, 
teachers,  and  members  of  the  household,  and  occasionally  by  visit- 
ing Friends.  The  meeting  is  preceded  by  First-day  school  exer 
cises,  consisting  of  the  recitation  of  passages  of  Scripture  prepared 
by  members  of  the  different  classes,  and  the  reading  of  a  portion  of 
Scripture  selected  for  the  exercises  of  the  following  week.  The 
daily  exercises  are  opened  by  a  general  meeting  for  reading  selected 
portions  of  Scripture,  or  other  suitable  books,  and  imparting  such 
moral  lessons  as  circumstances  seem  to  require,  followed  by  a  period 
of  silence  before  entering  iipon  the  duties  of  the  day. 

VISITING  AND  LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE. 

Parents  and  guardians  are  especially  requested  not  to  visit  their 
children  at  the  College  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  nor  to  ask  per 
mission  for  them  to  leave  the  College  during  term-time,  unless  cir- 
cumstances render  it  necessary.  Requests  for  leave  of  absence 
should  in  all  cases  be  accompanied  by  reasons  satisfactory  to  the 
Faculty. 

Students  may  be  visited,  on  week-days,  by  parents  or  guardians, 
or  by  near  relatives  or  others  approved  by  parents  or  guardians  ;  but 
general  visiting  is  discouraged.  Students  must  not  he  interrupted  in 
their  studies  or  recitations  at  any  time. 

All  persons  who  are  interested  in  education,  and  who  are  desirous 
of  examining  the  methods  of  instruction  and  discipline  at  Swarth- 
more,  will  always  be  welcome,  and  should,  when  convenient,  visit 
the  institution  between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  12  m. 
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COMMENCEMENT  AND  VACATIONS. 

Commencement  Day  is  the  third  Third-day  of  Sixth  mouth.  The 
scholastic  year  commences  eleven  weeks  thereafter,  and  continues 
forty-one  weeks.  Students  are  not  admitted  for  a  shorter  period 
than  the  current  scholastic  year,  but  may  enter  at  any  time  if  pre- 
pared to  join  existing  classes. 

Besides  the  vacation  of  eleven  weeks  in  summer,  there  will  he  a 
vacation  of  one  week  at  Christmas. 

OUTFIT. 

Although  no  form  of  dress  is  prescribed  for  either  sex,  such  simple 
attire  as  is  appropriate  to  school-life  is  earnestly  recommended. 
Ear-rings,  bracelets,  necklaces,  and  elaborately  trimmed  dresses  are 
prohibited. 

Students  should  be  supplied  with  six  towels,  six  napkins,  two 
clothes-bags,  a  wrapper,  slippers,  an  umbrella,  and  the  requisite 
toilet  articles.  Girls  must  also  be  provided  with  gymnasium  dresses. 
Every  article  must  be  marked  with  the  full  name  of  the  owner, 

USE  OF  TOBACCO. 
The  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form  being  strictly  prohibited,  those 
addicted  to  its  use,  if  not  prepared  to  renounce  it  entirely,  should 
not  apply  for  admission. 

EXPENSES. 

For  RESIDENT  STUDENTS  the  price  of  board  and  tuition  is  $350  per 
year,  of  which  $200  is  payable  in  advance,  and  $150  on  the  first  of 
First  month. 

For  DAY  SCHOLARS  the  price  is  $200  per  year,  of  which  one-half 
is  payable  in  advance,  and  the  remainder  on  the  first  of  Second 
month.     The  daj'  scholars  dine  with  the  resident  students. 

A  proportionate  deduction  is  made  to  those  students  who  enter 
after  the  opening  of  the  scholastic  year. 

When  a  student  is  absent  from  sickness,  or  other  approved  cause, 
for  more  than  one  month  at  a  time,  a  return  will  be  made  at  the  rate 
of  $25  a  month. 

When  a  student  is  withdrawn  for  any  approved  cause,  a  return 
will  be  made  at  the  same  rate.     The  time  of  withdrawal  is  reckoned

from  the  date  of  a  written  application  to  that  effect,  directed  to  the 
President. 

Students  buy  their  own  stationery  and  drawing  instruments,  and 
those  who  pursue  the  study  of  Practical  Chemistrj-  paj^  for  the 
chemicals  which  they  use  in  the  Laboratory. 

There  is  no  additional  charge  in  case  of  sickness  except  for  doc- 
tor's fees,  and  extra  expenses  actually  incurred. 

Books  are  furnished  for  the  use  of  students  without  expense,  but 
they  are  held  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  these  as  well  as  of  aU 
other  College  property.

PREPARATORY   SCHOOL. 


GENERAL  STATEMENT. 


This  school  is  intended  to  prepare  students  for  the  Classical  and 
Scientific  Departments  of  the  College,  or  to  furnish  a  good  practical 
education  to  those  desiring  a  shorter  course.  Most  of  the  studies 
pursued  are  required  of  all,  but  few  being  optional,  as  experience 
has  clearly  shown  that  young  students  make  much  more  satisfac- 
tor}^  progress  when  pursuing  a  regular  required  course,  even  for  a 
single  year,  without  any  idea  of  graduation,  than  when  they  select 
all  their  studies  for  themselves.  The  course  of  study  in  this  school, 
while  it  is  an  essential  preparation  for  the  two  departments  of  the 
College,  is  also  believed  to  be  the  best  training  for  those  whose 
means  or  circumstances  require  that  they  should  finish  their  studies 
in  the  Preparatory  School,  or  before  reaching  the  end  of  the  Col- 
ege  course.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  course  of  stud}-  as  here  ar- 
ranged, and  the  various  Preparatory  Schools  among  Friends 
throughout  the  country  are  requested  to  conform  to  it.  as  far  as 
practicable,  and  prepare  students  to  enter  our  Freshman  Class 
either  in  the  classical  or  the  scientific  course.  To  secure  this  end,  a 
thorough  mastery  of  the  elementary  principles  of  the  subject  taught, 
and  not  a  mere  knowledge  of  the  text-books  required,  is  most  earn- 
estly recommended.  Subsequent  study  can  rarely,  if  ever,  atone  for 
deficient  preparation. 


ORGANIZATION. 

This  school  is  at  present  divided  into  three  classes.  A,  B,  and  C. 
Classes  A  and  B  are  divided  into  classical   and   scientific   sections, 
preparing  for  these  respective  departments  in  the  College.

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GOVERNMENT  AND  INSTRUCTION. 

The  studeut?  of  the  Preparatory  School  are  under  the  same  gen- 
eral management  as  the  College  classes.  With  a  few  exceptions, 
the  same  general  rules  are  applicable  to  both,  and  the  students  of 
this  school  receive  instruction  from  teachers  employed  especiall^^  for 
this  purpose,  and  also  from  professors  and  instructors  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

EXPENSES,  ETC. 

The  expenses  of  students  of  this  school  are  the  same  as  those  of 
students  of  the  College  classes,  and  the  various  remarks  under  the 
head  of  General  Information  *  in  the  College  Catalogue  are  appli- 
cable alike  to  the  College  and  the  Preparatory  School. 


CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION  TO  THE  PREPARATORY  SCHOOL. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  be  at  least  thirteen  years  old,  and 
should  submit  to  the  President,  from  their  last  teacher,  satisfactory 
testimonials  of  good  moral  character. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  on  Third-,  Fourth-,  and 
Fifth-days,  the  31st  of  Eighth  month,  and  the  1st  and  2d  of  Ninth 
month,  1875.  Candidates  must  present  themselves  at  two  o'clock, 
P.  M.,  on  Third-day,  the  31st  of  Eighth  month.  To  secure  places,  the 
accommodations  being  limited,  applications  for  admission  for  the 
next  scholastic  year  should  be  made,  as  early  as  possible,  by  letter 
to  the  President. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  Class  C  will  be  examined  as  follows : 

In  Elements  of  English  Grammar,  embracing  a  knowledge  of  the 
Parts  of  Speech,  and  their  uses  ;  Reading  and  Spelling  ;  Geography _ 
of  the  United  States ;  Arithmetic,  through  Decimal  Fractions. 

I^p^  None  who  are  not  sufliciently  advanced  in  their  studies  to 
imdergo  this  examination  should  present  themselves  for  admission. 

Candidates  for  the  advanced  classes  of  the  Preparatory  School 
will  be  further  examined  in  the  studies  of  the  classes  below  that 
which  they  propose  to  enter.

Meeting,  in  the  Twelfth  month,  a  stock  vote  would  be  taken  on  the 

subject  of  the  purchase  of  the  property,  known  as  the  West  Farm, 

adjoining  the  present  grounds  of  the  College.

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  read  and  elicited  con- 
siderable expression  of  approval  from  the  Stockholders  present.  The 
action  of  the  Board,  as  therein  set  forth,  was  approved  and  confirm- 
ed. The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  also  read  and  approved,  and 
both  reports  were  referred  to  the  incoming  Board  for  publication. 

The  Nominating  Committee,  having  withdrawn  for  a  time,  sub- 
mitted the  following  nominations :

An  election  by  ballot  was  held,  and  the  Inspectors  reported  the 
above  officers  elected  without  opposition. 

The  Board  of  Managers  informed  that  they  had  elected  Clement 
M.  Biddle  a  member  of  the  Board,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  death  of  William  Dorsey,  for  the  unexpired  term  of  three  years. 
The  proposition  made  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  to  change  the 
first  sentence  in  Article  II  of  the  Constitution,  relating  to  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  Stockholders' Meeting,  came  up  for  con- 
sideration. On  motion,  further  action  upon  the  subject  was  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

The  question  of  the  purchase  of  the  adjoining  property,  known 
as  West  Farm,  claimed  the  consideration  of  the  meeting,  due  notice 
having  been  given  to  the  Stockholders  at  a  special  meeting,  held  6th 
month  16th,  last,  that  a  stock  vote  on  the  subject  would  be  taken 
at  this  time. 

Henry  M.  Laing,  Seth  Lukens,  and  B.  Rush  Roberts  were  ap- 
pointed Inspectors  of  Election.' 

A  stock  vote  was  then  taken,  and  the  Inspectors  reported  2,950 
votes  cast  in  favor  of  the  purchase  and  no  vote  against  it.  The 
Board  of  Managers  were  accordingly  authorized  to  make  the  pur- 
chase, and  the  present  owners  were  requested  to  deed  the  property 
to  the  College. 

As  the  Treasurer's  report  of  subscriptions,  submitted  annuall}^  to 
this  meeting,  is  liable  to  be  construed  as  the  total  receipts  of  the 
College,  the  Board  is  requested  hereafter  to  submit  also  the  report 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  on  the  Tuition  Account. 

A  proposition  was  received^from  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make 
the  following  change  in  the  By-laws  :

The  proposition  was  approved,  and  the  By-Law,  as  changed,  was 
adopted.

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MANAGERS'   REPORT. 

Six  years  ago  it  was  our  painful  duty  to  record,  in  our  Annual 
Report  to  the  Stockholders,  the  loss  by  death  of  "one  of  the  wisest 
and  best  friends  of  Swarthmore  College,"  in  the  person  of  Samuel 
J.  Underhill,  of  Jericho,  L.  I.  Since  that  time  no  death  has  occurred 
among  the  Managers  until  within  the  last  four  months,  but  within 
this  brief  period  three  of  our  number,  who  were  with  us  one  year 
ago,  have  been  called  awa^^  by  death;  our  beloved  friends  Anna  M. 
Hopper,  Wm.  Dorsey,  and  S.  B.  Worth. 

Anna  M.  Hopper  was  not  activelj^  engaged  in  the  work  of  the 
College  at  its  commencement,  but  she  entered  into  its  management 
in  time  to  render  important  service  in  organizing  and  arranging  its 
A'arious  departments,  and  from  that  time  forward  the  institution  had 
■no  more  zealous  and  efficient  worker.  Her  strong,  clear  intellect,  united 
with  great  practical  ability,  qualified  her  for  a  wide  field  of  useful- 
ness in  the  active  government  of  the  College,  and  the  trusts  com- 
mitted to  her  were  discharged  with  the  conscientious  fidelity  which 
so  strongly  marked  her  character.. 

Her  calm,  deliberate  judgment,  was  so  just  in  its  decisions  that 
its  influence  was  felt  to  be  of  great  importance  in  deciding  difficult 
questions,  while  she  ever  commended  her  own  views  bj^a  courteous 
respect  for  the  opinions  of  others.  From  her  first  appointment  as 
Manager,  she  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, ministering  to  the  various  needs  of  the  College  with  a  zeal  and 
energy  that  never  flagged,  while  her  advanced  ideas  and  just  views 
upon  educational  subjects  made  her  counsels  of  great  value  in  the 
Department  of  Instruction. 

She  was  rarely  absent  from  our  meetings,  even  during  the  last 
y^ear  of  her  life,  when  her  failing  health  was  painfully  noticed  b}^  all. 
Her  quiet  unobtrusive  nature  shrank  from  notice,  but  the  powerful 
influence  of  her  character  and  example  was  felt  and  appreciated  by 
those  who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  its' intrinsic  dignity  and 
excellence,  and  leaves  with  us  a  sorrowful  consciousness  of  the  loss 
which  we  have  sustained. 

One  among  the  first  to  feel  the  necessity  of  a  higher  education 
among  us,  and  to  advocate  the  establishment  of  an  institution  to 
secure  that  end,  Wm.  Dorsey  was,  from  the  beginning,  an  active 
worker  for  Swarthmore  College.     In  our  earl}-  conferences  his  voice 
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was  very  frequeutty  heard,  and  liis  clear,  distinct  utterances  of  the 
important  principles  nnderh'ing  the  work,  carrying  irresistible  con- 
viction to  doubtful  minds,  will  long  be  remembered  by  many  whose 
interest  in  Swarthmore  was  first  awakened  by  his  impressive  words. 
After  the  necessary  funds  had  been  obtained,  and  the  college  build- 
ing was  completed,  and  opened  to  students,  his  interest  continued 
unabated,  and  few  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  visited 
the  Institution  more  frequently  than  he.  During  the  critical  period 
of  the  organization  of  the  college,  he  watched  over  its  progress 
with  jealous  care.  He  was  especially  concerned  that,  while  a  high 
intellectual  standard  should  be  maintained,  the  great  fundamental 
principles  of  Truth,  as  professed  by  our  Religious  Society,  should  be 
taught,  both  by  precept  and  example.  Manj^  earnest  conversations 
of  his  upon  this  subject  are  remembered  by  those  in  authorit}^  with- 
in the  college,  and  have  had  their  weight  in  moulding  and  directing 
the  internal  management  of  the  institution. 

During  the  last  few  years  of  his  life  his  health  was  in  a  very  crit- 
ical condition,  yet  his  interest  in  Swarthmore  was  such  that  he  was 
rarely  absent  from  a  meeting  of  the  managers  ;  and  few  measures 
of  importance  have  been  adopted,  in  originating  and  introducing 
which  he  did  not  have  a  full  share.  For  years,  in  times  of  especial 
difficulty  or  trial,  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Faculty,  to  seek 
his  valuable  aid  and  advice,  and  they  have  always  found  him  a 
ready  and  sympathetic  listener  and  sage  counsellor  in  all  the  aftairs 
of  the  college.  So  deeply,  indeed,  do  they  feel  the  great  loss  which 
they  have  sustained,  that,  although  there  are  other  able  and  willing^ 
hands  to  take  up  the  burden  which  he  has  laid  down,  they  are  almost 
involuntarily  inclined  to  say : 

'  'Vainly  look  we  for  anotlier 
In  his  place  to  stand." 

S.  B.  Worth  was  not  connected  with  the  management  of  Swarth- 
more during  the  earlier  years  of  its  history,  before  it  was  prepared 
for  the  admission  of  students  ;  but  at  the  first  annual  meeting  of 
the  Stockholders  held  after  the  opening  of  the  college,  in  12th  mo., 
1869,  he  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation 
of  our  late  highly  esteemed  and  valued  friend,  T.  Clarkson  Taylor. 
He  was  placed  at  once,  both  upon  the  Executive  and  the  Building 
Committees,  positions  which  he  has  constantly  filled  since  that 
time,  and  in  which  he  has  performed  most  valuable  service.  He  has 
contributed  largely  to  the  material  interests  of  the  institution,  by 
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the  various  improvements  which  he  has  suggested,  and  bj  direct 
contributions  to  its  treasur3\     He  was  one  of  those  upon  whom  we 
felt  that  we  could  always  call  in  cases  of  real  need,  and  feel  sure  of 
a  liberal  response. 

He  was  thoroughly  enlisted  in  the  great  work  of  advancing,  in  qxqyj 
possible  way,  the  interests  of  Swarthraore.     The  verj'  last  improve- 
ment now  decided  upon,  and  likely  to  be  made  at  an  early  day,  the 
introduction  of  new  gas  works,  was  suggested  and  strongly  urged 
b}^  him  ;  and  his  last  act,  before  becoming  unconscious,  was  signing 
a  check  for  a  contribution  toward  the  purchase  of  the  West  Dale 
property.     We  feel  that  in  him  we  have  lost  one  of  our  most  effi- 
cient managers  and  warmest  friends. 

The  whole  number  of  students  in  the  college  for  the  present  year, 
exclusive  of  those  in  the  Preparatory  School,  is  99,  being  an  increase 
of  10  over  the  number  of  any  previous  year.     The}^  are  classified 
as,  follows:

Great  care  is  taken  to  encourage  all  students,  as  far  as  possible, 
to  pursue  one  or  the  other  of  the  regular  courses  of  studj^  provided. 
It  will  be  perceived  that  a  very  large  proportion  have  entered  upon 
one  or  the  other  of  these  courses.  Of  the  few  who  are  irregular 
some  are  preparing  to  enter  the  regular  course  next  year,  others 
having  but  a  short  time  to  remain  with  us,  are  devoting  that  time 
to  special  branches  in  which  they  are  most  deficient,  or  which  they 
expect  to  find  most  useful  in  the  pursuits  in  which  \hej  are  soon  to 
be  engaged.  Our  views  expressed  last  year  are  still  unchanged, 
that,  even  for  those  intending  to  take  a  short  course,  the  regular 
work  of  the  class  to  which  thej'- belong,  is,  upon  the  whole,  the  most 
advantageous.  The  three  full  courses  of  stud}^  now  open  to  our 
students,  the  Classical,  and  the  two  branches  of  the  Scientific  course, 
the  Mechanical  and  the  Chemical,  furnishing  all  the  electives  that 
can,  with  advantage,  be  chosen  or  that  could  reasonabl}'  be  desired. 
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The  Preparatoiy  School  numbers  162  students,  who  are  divided 
into  three  classes,  A,  B,  and  C.  In  accordance  with  our  announce- 
ment of  last  3' ear,  the  third  or  lowest  section  of  Class  C,  has  been 
dropped.  This,  together,  with  the  corresponding  increase  in  the 
number  of  students  in  the  College  Classes,  and  their  increased 
average  age  and  attainments,  over  those  of  previous  years,  is  a 
source  of  much  encouragement,  and  gives  good  ground  for  hope 
that,  in  a  few  years,  our  students  will  be  limited  to  the  College 
classes,  and  tioo  classes  in  the  Preparator}'-  School.  This  will  the 
better  enable  the  institution  to  do  the  work  for  which  it  was  origin- 
all}^  intended.  To  secure  this  end  most  effectually,  Friends'  schools 
throughout  the  country  are  earnestly  requested  to  adopt,  as  far  as 
practicable,  our  preparatory  course  of  study,  and  thus  send  students 
to  us  properly  fitted  to  enter  our  higher  classes.  Of  the  teachers 
whom  we  send  out,  among  our  graduates,  we  may  expect  good  work 
for  the  College  in  this  direction.  Of  our  first  six  graduates,  four 
are  alreadj^  successful  teachers  in  our  College;  and  of  the  seA'"en 
graduates  of  the  past  year,  four  have  engaged  in  teaching,  all  among 
Friends. 

Most  of  the  departments  of  study  remain  under  the  same  charge 
as  last  year,  but  little  change  having  been  made  in  our  corps  of 
instructors.  The  stability  indicated  by  the  ver}^  few  changes  made 
from  3^ear  to  year  thus  early  in  the  historj'-  of  the  College,  is  a  source 
of  much  encouragement,  and  an  earnest  of  success  that  has  been 
very  gratifjdng  to  the  Managers. 

Four  regular  courses  of  lectures,  besides  occasional  evening  lec- 
tures, are  provided  for  the  present  year.  These  are,  of  course,  ex- 
clusive of  regular  class  work,  much  of  which  consists  of  lectures  and 
recitations  combined.     These  four  courses  are  as  follows : 

A  course  upon  Natural  History,  by  Dr.  Joseph  Leidy,  is  delivered, 
as  heretofore,  to  the  Sophomore  and  Freshman  Classes,  and  open 
to  all  of  the  students,  both  of  the  College  and  the  Preparatory 
School. 

A  course  upon  English  Literature,  by  Dr.  Joseph  Thomas,  was 
opened  last  year,  and  is  delivered  to  all  the  students  in  Literature, 
and  to  such  other  members  of  the  College  classes  as  desire  to 
attend. 

A  course  upon  Phj^sics,  and  one  upon  Chemistry  have  been  opened 
this  year  for  the  first  time,  and  are  delivered  weeklj-  to  Class  A. 
These  two   courses   are   open  to  any  members  of  the  Preparatory

School.  They  are  very  generally  attended,  and  are  of  such  a  char- 
acter as  to  be  readily  understood  and  appreciated,  even  by  our 
younger  classes.  They  form  a  valuable  addition  to  the  course  of 
study  of  our  Preparatory  students,  and  fill  a  want  which  has  been 
seriously  felt  since  the  opening  of  the  College.  We  are,  however, 
deficient  in  the  means  of  illustration,  especially  in  the  department 
of  Physics.  It  is  well  known  that  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the 
truly  wonderful  discoveries  in  modern  Science,  and  present  them 
clearly  to  students,  a  large  amount  of  costly  apparatus  is  absolutely 
necessary.  The  interest  and  value  of  courses  of  lectures  upon  these 
subjects  depend  very  largely  upon  our  means  of  illustration.  To 
supply  the  most  pressing  needs  in  this  department  during  the  pres- 
ent year,  the  Library  fund  has  been  drawn  upon,  but  this  is  limited^ 
and  is  all  needed. for  Library  purposes,  and  a  separate  fund  should 
be  established  for  the  department  of  Physics  without  dela3^ 

The  study  of  Uranography  has  been  introduced  since  the  last  re- 
port, and  is  now  required  of  all  the  students  of  Class  A.  Physical 
Astronomy  having  also  been  introduced  in  the  Senior  Class,  Astron- 
omy is  now  taught,  both  in  the  College  and  the  Preparatory  School. 
An  Observatory  is  one  of  the  future  needs  of  the  College,  but  one 
which  we'  had  better  not  attempt  to  supply  until  the  means  to  build 
and  equip  it  properly  are  at  our  command. 

Since  our  last  report  a  change  has  been  made  in  the  Department 
of  Free-hand  Drawing.  A  teacher  has  been  employed  who  has  in- 
troduced the  modern  system  of  studying  early  the  laws  of  perspec- 
tive in  a  practical  way,  copying  at  once  from  models  and  from  nat- 
ural objects,  instead  of  from  pictures,  and  with  the  most  gratifying 
results.  This  important  branch  is  now  required  of  the  youngest 
class,  and  of  the  Scientific  division  of  Class  A,  and  it  is  in  contem- 
plation to  require  it  hereafter  of  all  of  the  students  in  the  Prepara- 
tory School.  To  those  intending  to  pursue  a  scientific  course  of 
study  it  is  absolutely  essential,  and  to  all  it  must  prove,  if  properly 
taught,  only  second  in  practical  usefulness  to  the  art  of  writing 
itself.  Its  great  importance  in  every  well  arranged  course  of  study 
is  daily  becoming  better  understood. 

The  Museum  of  Natural  History  is  gradually  increasing,  and  is 
now  becoming  a  very  satisfactory  working  collection,  which  is  of 
eminent  service,  and,  indeed,  indispensable  in  illustrating  the  course 
of  lectures  in  this  department.  The  cases  for  shells  referred  to  last 
year  are  completed,  and  the  shells  on  hand,  which  have  been  con- 
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sideral%  increased  hy  gifts  daring  the  year,  are  properly  arranged. 
A  work-room  for  the  Museum  has  recently  been  fitted  up,  famished 
with  shelves  and  drawers,  and  supplied  with  water  and  other  con- 
veniences for  preparing  the  specimens  in  Natural  History.  All  ad- 
ditions have  been  made  in  conformity  with  the  general  plan  of  the 
Museum  Committee,  presented  two  years  ago  ;  and  in  accordance 
with  the  suggestion  of  this  committee  no  gifts  have  been  kept  in 
separate  collections,  but  all  have  been  properly  classified  and  arrang- 
ed. The  stockholders  may  rest  assured  that  this  interesting  depart- 
ment will  continue  to  receive  the  attention  which  its  great  import- 
ance deserves. 

A  course  of  instruction  in  Light  Gj^mnastics  has  been  established 
for  the  girls,  who  have  regular  exercises  in  the  gymnasium,  under 
an  instructor,  upon  alternate  days.  These  exercises  are  required  of 
all  who  are  physically  able  to  take  them,  and  their  good  effect  must 
make  itself  apparent  in  the  improved  health  of  our  girls.  It  may  be 
proper  to  mention  in  this  connection  that  there  has  been  no  serious 
sickness  whatever,  either  among  the  girls  or  boys,  since  the  last 
report,  and  that  the  infirmaries  in  both  ends  of  the  college  have  been 
absolutely  without  occupants  during  the  greater  part  of  the  time 
since  the  opening  of  the  present  college  year.  We  feel  that  amono- 
the  most  important  means  taken  to  secure  this  result  are  the  excel- 
lent provision  for  the  ventilation  of  the  building,  and  the  regular 
exercise  in  the  open  air  required  of  all  at  a  certain  hour  every  dav. 
The  Library  has  been  steadily  increased  during  the  present  vear 
as  the  needs  of  the  different  departments  have  required.  A  small 
fund  has  been  established  for  this  purpose  and  for  supplying  the 
Reading-Room  with  papers  and  periodicals.  Among  the  present 
prominent  needs  of  the  college  is  a  large  increase  of  this  library 
fund. 

"Friends'  Historical  Library  of  Swarthmore,"  founded  by  Anson 
Lapham,  has  been  somewhat  increased  during  the  past  year,  but  the 
accommodations  are  yet  ample,  and  a  more  rapid  increase  would  be 
desirable.  The  interest  and  value  of  this  collection,  if  properh^ 
made,  will  be  greatly  enhanced  by  the  lapse  of  time.  Friends  should 
see  to  it  that  everything  which  is  appropriate  to  a  complete  Friends' 
Historical  Library,  is  deposited  here  as  fast  as  the  means  contribu- 
ted will  allow.  All  are  accredited  to  the  donors,  and  properly  cata- 
logued as  received. 

The  Reference  Library  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  supplied 
by  the  library  fund. 
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In  every  report  since  the  opening  of  the  college  some  allusion  has 
been  made  to  our  experiment  of  the  co-education  of  the  sexes.  It 
would  now  seem  to  be  time  to  pass  it  by  as  a  question  fully  settled, 
and  no  longer  within  the  domain  of  controversy,  and  we  should  do 
so  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  objections  to  the  system  have  re- 
cently been  raised  anew  in  different  quarters,  especially  on  the  ground 
of  its  supposed  effect  upon  the  health  of  young  women.  We  there- 
fore deem  it  our  duty  to  make  so  much  allusion  to  the  subject  again 
in  this  report  as  to  say  that  nothing  which  has  been  said  or  written 
has  in  the  slightest  degree  changed  our  well  grounded  conviction, 
based  upon  five  years'  experience,  that  "identical  co-education"  is 
the  true  method.  We  would  recommend  all  who  are  in  doubt  upon 
this  point,  or  who  still  feel  objections  to  the  system,  to  visit  some  of 
those  institutions  in  which  it  is  being  fully  and  fairly  tried,  and  stay 
long  enough  to  witness  their  methods  of  instruction  and  discipline, 
and  thus  judge  from  observation  of  their  own  rather  than  decide 
from  hearsay  evidence,  as  is  too  frequently  done,  or  upon  purely  theo- 
retical grounds.  ,  Those  who  have  thus  visited  Swarthmore,  coming 
in  many  cases  strongly  prejudiced  against  our  system,  have  gone 
away  thoroughly  convinced  that  under  the  guarded  supervision, 
combined' with  confidence,  there  maintained,  co-education  is  highly 
beneficial  in  its  eflfects,  both  upon  discipline  and  scholarship,  that 
the  health  of  the  young  women  does  not  suffer  from  competition 
with  young  men,  and  that  the  general  moral  effects  of  the  system 
are  such  as  to  commend  it  to  all  who  are  engaged  in  the  instruction 
of  the  young. 

In  the  general  management  of  the  college,  more  care  has  been 
taken  to  provide  for  the  accommodation  of  the  college  classes  sepa- 
rately from  the  students  of  the  preparatory  school.  Sophomore 
and  Freshman  study  rooms  have  been  furnished  for  several  years, 
the  Seniors  and  Juniors  studying  in  their  own  private  rooms  for  two 
years  past.  During  the  present  year  two  class  rooms  have  been 
fitted  up  as  stud};-  rooms  for  the  Senior  and  Junior  classes.  The 
management  of  these  rooms  is  left,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  the  stu- 
dents themselves,  of  course  under  the  general  oversight  and  direc- 
tion of  the  Faculty.  Instead  of  imposing  upon  the  students  a  set 
of  "  Rules  and  Regulations,"  they  are  informed  what  ends  it  is  de- 
sirable to  attain,  and  why,  and  encouraged  to  attain  them,  if  possi- 
ble, in  their  own  way,  seeking  the  advice  and  co-operation  of  the 
Faculty  in  all  cases  of  doubt  or  difficulty.     The  general  harmony 
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and  kindly  relations  thus  promoted,  and  the  remarkable  degree  of 
absence  of  antagonism  between  the  authorities  and  the  students 
thereby  produced,  have  been  sources  of  much  gratification  to  the 
Managers  ;  and  the  reflex  influence  of  this  very  desirable  state  of 
things,  upon  tlie  3^ounger  students  in  the  Preparatory  School  has 
been  very  marked,  thus  securing,  in  an  unusual  degree,  that  family 
relation  so  often  aimed  at,  but  so  seldom  fully  attained.  Our  suc- 
cess in  this,  as  in  many  other  directions,  is,  we  are  well  convinced, 
largely  owing  to  the  favorable  influence  of  the  sexes  upon  each 
other. 

In  this  connection  we  would  refer  to  the  testimony  of  Professor 
Warren,  now  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technolog3^  In 
his  "  Notes  on  Scientific  Schools,"  written  several  years  before  the 
opening  of  Swarthmore,  he  uses  this  language :  "  The  w^riter,  for 
two  years,  attended  a  private  free  school  of  high  order,  in  which  no 
code,  if  it  existed,  was  ever  posted  or  heard  of,  and  in  which  the 
grounds  were  laid  out,  and  well  kept  by  the  pupils,  and  the  build- 
ing was  treated  as  a  home  by  them,  and  all  the  relations  of  teachers 
and  pupils  were  those  of  a  polite  company,  bound  together,  and  to 
duty,  by  unwritten  laws  of  social  decorum  and  kindness.  But  it 
should  be  added,  in  partial  explanation  of  this  elevated  character 
of  student  life,  that  this  school  embraced  pupils  of  both  sexes,  who 
associated  freely,  under  the  fewest  guiding  restraints,  not  only  in 
daily  classes,  but  in  Musical  and  Horticultural  Associations,  and  in 
Editorial  and  Anniversary  Managing  Committees,  all  of  which  were 
active  organizations.  Rational  faith  in  young  humanity  thus  put 
on  a  fair  footing,  here  had  its  perfect  reward,  in  the  absence,  nay 
more,  the  practicallj"^  impossible  occurence  of  any  indecorum." 

The  value  of  this  testimony  is  greatly  enhanced  by  the  fact  that 
it  is  a  purely  incidental  allusion,  introduced  in  a  work  upon  an  en- 
tirely difierent  subject. 

We  are  again  able  to  refer  to  numerous  and  important  material 
improvements  since  the  issue  of  our  last  Annual  Report.  The  farm 
house,  referred  to  last  year,  has  been  finished,  and  is  now  occupied 
by  our  farmer.  A  house^for  the  President  was  commenced  in  the 
summer,  and  is  now  nearly  completed.  This  will  give  room,  for 
several  more  students  in  the  west  end  of  the  college. 

The  proposition  made  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Stockholders, 
called  in  accordance  with  the  Charter,  to  purchase  the  Westdale 
tract  of  93  acres,  adjoining  the  College  grounds,  will  be  considered 
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at  the  present  meeting,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  vote  of  the  Stock- 
holders will  secure  to  the  College  this  very  desirable  property.  The 
great  advantages  of  our  owning  this  tract,  and  thus  controlling  the 
the  neighborhood  of  our  station  on  the  Rail-road,  are  too  obvious 
to  need  to  be  enlarged  upon  in  this  Report. 

For  a  full  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  College  the 
Managers  would  refer  the  Stockholders  to  the  Treasurer's  Report. 
We  may,  however,  here  state  the  fact  that  the  College  continues,  as 
hei-etofore,  to  be  self-supporting..  The  financial  crisis,  which  has 
produced  so  marked  an  effect  upon  fashionable  and  expensive 
schools  throughout  the  country  has  but  slightly  affected  the  current 
receipts  of  Swarthmore.  The  Stockholders  are  doubtless  well 
aware  that  when  we  say  that  the  institution  is  self-supporting  we  mean 
that  the  receipts  from  the  students  meet  the  current  expenses,  but 
that  the  various  improvements  of  a  permanent  nature  are,  and 
must  continue  to  be  made,  as  heretofore,  by  liberal  private  subscrip" 
tions.  Although  the  institution  has  been  self-supporting  in  this 
sense,  the  end  has  been  secured  by  the  most  careful  management  on 
the  part  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  there  has  been  but  little 
surplus  left  for  repairs  and  other  unavoidable  contingencies.  A 
partial  subscription  has  been  made  toward  the  purchase  and  improve- 
ment of  the  West  Dale  farm,  should  the  Stockholders  decide  upon 
that  purchase  at  the  present  meeting.  A  few  other  subscriptions 
have  been  received  duiing  the  year  which  have  been  expended  in 
making  the  necessary  improvements  in  the  Museum,  increasing  our 
supply  of  apparatus  and  books,  furnishing  a  part  of  the  courses  of 
lectures  referred  to  in  this  Report,  and  in  aiding  those  deserving- 
students  whose  limited  means  would  otherwise  have  prevented  them 
from  continuing  their  course  of  study  with  us. 

Allusion  was  made  last  year  to  the  necessity  of  establishing,  at  an 
early  day,  a  permanent  endowment  fund  to  aid  in  the  education  of 
students  in  limited  circumstances.  Every  year  since  the  opening 
of  tlie  College,  several  of  our  best  students  have  been  unable  to  con- 
tinue their  studies  without  pecuniary  aid.  There  is  no  better  way 
of  advancing  the  permanent  interests  of  the  institution  itself,  as  well 
as  of  the  individual  students  who  need  the  assistance,  than  by 
establishing  an  Educational  Endowment  Fund.  Many  thus  aided, 
should  circumstances  in  later  life  permit,  would  gladly  return  to  the 
College  what  had  thus  been  advanced,  by  aiding  in  the  increase  of 
this  fund,  so  that  generation  after  generation  would  be  benefited 
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thereby,  and  its  blessings  thus  be  made  perpetual.  It  is  sincerely 
hoped  that  subscriptions  for  this  purpose,  as  well  as  for  the  general 
needs  of  the  College,  will  be  largely  increased  duiing  the  coming- 
year.  Friends  are  beginning  to  learn  the  lesson  of  giving  liberallj' 
of  their  substance  to  advance  the  cause  of  education  among  us,  and 
some  of  them  have  alreadj'  learned  that  lesson  well.  It  costs  large 
sums  of  money  to  build  and  equip  a  college,  and  still  larger  sums  to 
endow  it  in  such  a  manner  that  all  its  departments  may  be  thoroughly 
organized,  its  various  professorships  properly  filled,  and  that  it  may 
answer  fullj-  the  highest  ends  for  which  it  was  desig-ned.  We  would 
again  remind  the  Stockholders  that  one  essential  difference  between 
our  College  and  mau}^  large  private  schools  is  that  they  were  estab- 
lished to  make  monej^,  Sicarfhmore  to  advance  the  interests  of 
higher  education,  and  that  we  cannot  be  expected  to  accumulate 
wealth,  or  meet  with  great  pecuniar}^  success,  for  the  plain  reason 
that  we  hope  alwaA^s  to  continue  to  give  to  the  public  more  than  we 
receive  from  the  public  in  return.  This  must  ever  be  the  worthy  aim 
of  all  hioher  institutions  of  learning.

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COMMITTEE  ON  TRUSTS,  ENDOWMENTS  AND  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  managers  shall  appoint  five  of  their  number  to  constitute  the 
Committee  on  Trusts,  Endowments,  and  Scholarships,  to  hold  office 
three  years,  or  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

It  shall  he  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  receive,  invest  in  the 
name  of  the  College,  and  hold  in  their  custody,  all  sums  of  money, 
stocks,  mortgages,  and  other  property  that  may  be  given  or  be- 
queathed to  Swarthmore  College  for  General  Endowments,  for  Special 
Endowments,  or  for  Educational  Endowments. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  direct  the  application  of  the  interest 
of  each  of  these  funds  ;  of  Greneral  Endowments,  to  the  general 
{Jurposes  of  the  College  ;  of  Special  Endowments,  to  the  particular 
purpose  for  which  the  Fund  was  given  ;  and  of  Educational  Endow- 
ments, to  the  aid  of  those  who  would  otherwise  be  excluded,  by  their 
limited  means,  from  enjoying  the  advantages  of  an  education  at  this 
College. 

A  donation  to  the  College  of  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  held  by  this  Committee,  shall  found  a  scholarship  in  perpetuity, 
in  the  gift  of  the  donor,  and  of  his  legal  heirs,  or  of  any  assignee 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Nominations  under  perpetual  Scholarships  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  limitations  and  restrictions  as  are  placed  on  nominations  under 
Scholarships  for  limited  periods. 

Scholarship  for  two  lives. — Any  person  giving  to  the  College 
the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  dollars,  to  be  held  by  this  Committee, 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  nominating,  during  his  or  her  lifetime, 
one  student,  who,  when  approved,  shall  be  admitted,  subject  to  all 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  College,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
board  and  tuition  without  charge. 

When  from  any  cause  such  student's  attendance  at  the  College 
ceases,  another  may  be  nominated,  and  the  privilege  of  nomination 
shall  be  extended  under  such  Scholarship  to  one  successor,  provided 
such  successor  shall  be  duly  appointed  by  the  donor  during  his  or 
her  lifetime. 
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On  the  death  of  the  successor,  the  principal  sum  of-  Four  Thou- 
sand dollars  shall  merge  into  the  General  Endowment  Fund. 

The  College,  however,  in  all  cases  of  Scholarships,  whether  per- 
petual or  otherwise,  reserves  to  itself  the  right  at  any  time  to  return 
the  principal  sum  to  any  donor,  or  his  legal  representatives,  whose 
right  shall  thereupon  cease  and  determine. 

This  Committee  shall  make  a  full  report,  including  an  audited 
statement  of  investments,  and  of  its  Treasurer's  account,  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  at  the  meeting  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Stockholders. 

The  interest  is  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College  as  re- 
ceived by  this  Committee.
